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ARMED FORCES DAY 
AND MEMORIAL DAY 


Before this issue reaches many of its 
readers a special national day of increasing 
significance, Armed Forces Day (May 21), 
will have passed. Another holiday which 
holds onto our hearts with tight-clinging 
tendrils of sentiment and love, Memorial 
Day, will be just ahead of us. 


Armed Forces Day has been duly publi- 
cized. We can add nothing more of value 
to the popularizing of preparedness. The 
fact that your editor is a frequent wearer 
of the uniform in his capacity as a Re- 
serve Army chaplain makes him read with 
considerable interest the news about mili- 
tary preparedness. He trusts that it does 
not disqualify him from being reasonably 
objective in such matters. This objectivity 
was tested in Washington recently when 
the Associated Church Press listened to 
what amounted to a debate between the 
Defense Department and John Swomley, 
executive secretary of the National Coun- 
cil Against Conscription. 


Mr. Swomley, at least, spoke from cards 
as if he were debating. Arguing against 
the large reserve force now being debated 
in Congress, he asserted that in Korea we | 
never had more than 250,000 troops. For - 
a small war we would not need many | 
men, and for a large atomic war we would 
not need them. In that connection it is 
interesting to read that our country is 
maintaining 500,000 troops in Germany. 
It is probable that in the event of trouble 
our soldiers would feel their numbers 
pitifully small. The experience of the last 
few years would seem to indicate that with 
our anti-Christian adversaries we can only 
negotiate peace from a position of | 
strength. We do not profess to know just | 
how many men our nation should prepare | 
for a “peace police” force. 


Decoration Day has a backward rather 
than a forward look. We do not honor 
our dead by shaking the earth of their 
quiet graves with the rumbling tread of 
mighty tanks. Love and patriotism take 
more quiet forms. Even the military 
music and blast of musket fire in the 
cemetery seem a little jarring to our finer 
sensibilities. Here the military dead are 
traditionally honored by crisp new flags 
which replace the tattered ones of the year. 
before. Here soldiers and sailors who 
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survived the rigors of war lie buried 
among other members of their families. 
Repatriated bones from temporary foreign 
graves take their place in the family plot 
with sisters, mothers, and fathers. As 
Christian families we decorate the graves 
omaeetd and give honor where honor is 


If we have no time for the past and its 
memories the future will have no honor 
for us. Only with God is love undiluted 
with human weakness. Because of His love 
supremely displayed in a crucified Son 
and an empty tomb, we who honor our 
dead trust the living One and look for a 
bright tomorrow. 


VIEW FROM MOUNT BRUMBAUGH 


The thirty and more ministers assembled 
at Salemville, Pa., May 9-12, perhaps 
ascended more than one spiritual mountain 
during the three days of the conference. 
There was, however, one half-hour that 
was definitely a ee or experience, 
both physically and spiritually. On Wed- 
nesday morning the clouds that had 
threatened on Monday and had dropped 
light rain on Tuesday still hung low on 
the mountains, their lacy patterns sweep- 
ing along like skirts on the forest. Be- 
fore noon, however, all the pearly dew- 
drops on bush and grass had mysteriously 
departed before the glowing face of the 
sun. 

The scheduled worship service on the 
top of Brumbaugh Mountain did not have 
to be cancelled after all. From the Salem- 
ville Church it is only two or three miles 
along the base of the mountain range and 
up the steep winding road to the broad 
vista at the top. We had almost forgotten 
that there are still some grades that are 
too steep for high gear. Many of us had 
memories of that view from years gone 
by. Some of us had found our way down 
into Salemville only by crossing this 
mountain. Now half the ministers of our 
denomination were worshiping together 
under the leadership of Donald Richards, 
a senior seminary student. All eyes were 
turned toward the farm lands and villages 
below us in a valley 30 miles long and 15 
miles wide, known as Morrison’s Cove. 
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Tiny Salemville with its one store and 
three churches snuggled close to the moun- 
tain on our right. New Enterprise lay a 
few miles in front of us. Beyond was a 
gap in the opposite mountains where a 
stream flowed through to join larger 
streams in other valleys. 


Our wooded mountain was not one of 
the thousand hills whose cattle the Psalmist 
mentioned as belonging to the Lord. The 
cattle entrusted to the care of a thousand 
industrious dairymen were grazing the 
pastures of the more level land of the 
cove below us. All were too far away to 
be seen distinctly. We were alone with 
God except for the few passing cars. 


This was missionary day at the confer- 
ence. Secretary Everett Harris had just 
come from his office in Westerly, R. L., 
and had presented mountain views of 
Jamaica where the Seventh Day Baptist 
vision is expanding. He had told also of 
the faithful brethren along the rivers of 
British Guiana. Other information had 
been given. Questions had been answered. 
General Conference President Clarence 
Rogers had been on the program to give 
us a preview of the August program pre- 
pared for another mountain camp in 
Arkansas. This very afternoon we would 
be discussing Nigeria and its relation to 
our total missionary activity. Thus we 
were ready as we worshiped on the moun- 
taintop to have our world vision enlarged. 
There is some psychological value in 
spending part of a missionary day at a 
spot where the view is widespreading, 
panoramic. 


We believe that every church member 
needs a wider view of the plan of God 
for his life, for his church, for his pray- 
ing, and for his giving. Whether it is 
home missions or foreign missions, a wider 
view and a longer look will not only 
benefit the work, it will tone up our love 
and cause us to grow. 


A Church in a Day. Sixty Baptist lay- 
men and preachers built a chapel in one 
day at Waverly, Ohio.

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OUR FUTURE IN THE STARS 


Few people with good sense or Chris- 
tian training take any stock in astrology. 
Nevertheless a few minutes’ study of the 
stars (asterisks) on the back page of this 
issue of the Sabbath Recorder will unfold 
the future of the Seventh Day Baptist de- 
nomination — the immediate future. As 
you read these stars you will know what 
you and your church have done and what 
may happen in the next few months. 

Secretary Crofoot presents a challenging 
analysis of the budget figures. Don't 
neglect to read his column, We would 
only, in addition, call attention to the 
stars in the two columns of receipts on 
the back page. We would ask you also to 
look up the Recorders for April 18 and 
March 21 for further comparisons. At the 
close of February 9 churches had equalled 
or exceeded their suggested goal for that 
month. Fourteen churches were above 
their 5-month goal. Now we notice that 
20 churches have stars after them for 
their April giving and 18 are ahead of 
their 7-month goal. This certainly is a 
clear indication that the goals were not 
unrealistic. 


It may be noted that 5 of the smaller 
churches starred in the second column sent 
in nothing during April. It could be 
further observed that a relatively small 
congregation like Plainfield has to send in 
more than $292.75 per month in order to 
get a star. We do not know the relative 
economic conditions of our church fami- 
lies throughout the nation. It is apparent, 
however, that some of our pee are only 
slowly awakening to their financial re- 
sponsibility for the world-wide work of 
Seventh Day Baptists. 

What will the stars tell us next month 
about the future of the work which we as 
a people have voted to undertake?

IS LAY VISITATION 
GENUINE EVANGELISM? 
Dr. W. C. Mavis in Free Methodist 


Genuine evangelism is productive evan- 
gelism. It is more than presenting the ~ 
Gospel to sinners; it is the winning of 
men to Jesus Christ. It is more than soul- 
saving effort; it is soul-saving success. 


Many churches are failing to be genu- | 
inely evangelical because they are relying 
on inadequate, halfway answers... . 


Hundreds of churches are making lay 
visitation a substitute for a broad and ~ 
genuine plan of evangelism. In. many . 
cases this represents a reaction against — 
mass evangelism. Lay evangelistic visita- 
tion is sometimes the result of a search — 
for a method of getting new recruits — | 
the adoption of a type of ecclesiastical — 
salesmanship. 


Some churches which scorned the word 
“evangelism” twenty-five years ago now | 
claim to be in the forefront of a “great — 
evangelistic crusade.” They send teams 
of laymen through their communities in 
search of the “lost”? — the non-church 
members. These lay teams frequently try 
to get every decent man in their com- 
munities to join their churches, with their — 
appeals based on the community standing 
of their congregations, the erudition a | 
their pastors, or the splendid character 
of their social clubs. Thousands of people | 
in 1954, for instance, joined churches. on | 
such sub-Christian appeals without any | 
firsthand’ contact with Christ. This type | 
of church activity is a cheap brand of | 
“evangelism,” and frequently assures the | 
eternal loss of unsaved people who join }

This superficial practice found in some 
lay visitation does not incriminate genuine 
personal witnessing by consistent Chris- 
tians. Personal witnessing is deeply rooted 
in New Testament example and precept. 
Moreover, it is an indispensable method 
for today. There is no element in the 
evangelistic method more urgently and 
generally needed by revivalistic churches 
than this. The lack of it has caused many 
churches to fail completely in their soul- 


Saving missions. But this method, when 


used alone, and apart from revivalism, 
becomes a half answer — a substitute for 
the whole. Lay evangelistic visitation be- 
comes spiritually arid when used in con- 
gregations which do not have virile evan- 
gelistic preaching and Spirit-filled revivals.

Seeretarys Column 


One fact with regard to our monthly 
budget giving, as reflected elsewhere in 
this issue, which becomes evident only 
when we compare results from month to 
month, is that we are giving approximately 
80% of our monthly requirements. There 
have been months during the current Con- 
ference year when it fell below 60%, and 
there was one month when it rose to 
109%. April giving was just under 80% 
of monthly requirements and the average 
for the seven months which have passed 
is approximately 84%. 

This can mean one of several things. 
One possibility is that we are only 80% 
as enthusiastic as we should be about 
carrying forward God's work. Or it can 
mean that only four fifths of us have the 
ardor which we should have for this im- 
portant task. Are we only four-fifths 
Seventh Day Baptists? 

A third possibility, of course, might be 
that our budget is too big for us. This 
would hardly seem to be the case when 
there are so many calls that come to us 
continuously which we have not written 
into the budget — Nigeria, Brazil, the 
Philippines, Puerto Rico, to name but a 
few. Further evidence against this latter 
assumption is that when some special 
need arises, such as purchase of the prop- 
erty in Nyasaland, or supplying of refrig- 
erators to our workers in Jamaica, there 
seems to be no difficulty in meeting these 
calls. Rather it would appear that we may 
be too small for our budget instead of 
the budget being too big for us. 

The expenses of most of our agencies 
recur to a great extent monthly. It is 
monthly giving that enables these agen- 
cies to meet payrolls and other periodic 
expenses. 

We are coming to a greater awareness 
of our financial responsibility for God's 
work. Giving is consistently higher than 
it was last year or other previous years. 
Several churches have clearly demonstrated 
what can be done with sufficient convic- 
tion on their parts. Let’s all of us show 
equal determination, and we can raise 
the percentage of requirements to 100. 
Let’s not be fourth-fifths Christians.

Western Association, composed of a 
compact group of churches in western 
New York and northern Pennsylvania, 
meets with the Little Genesee, N. Y., 
Church the third weekend of the month 
with Donald S. Pierce of Alfred Station 
as moderator. Friday evening meetings, 
we understand, will be held for the youth 
at Camp Harley and for the adults at the 
Alfred Station Church. 


Southeastern Association is scheduled 
for the fourth weekend of June at the 
Salem, W. Va., Church. Mrs, Lucy Fleming 
of the Middle Island, W. Va., Church is 
listed as the moderator. 


There is an exchange of delegates 
between the various associations. The 
meetings deserve the largest rial pos- 
sible. Some business is transacted in each 
one, usually on Sunday. The chief aim is 
inspirational. The gathering together of 
large numbers of delegates from six to 
twelve churches always proves stimulating. 
Reports of the meetings are desired for 
the pages of the Sabbath Recorder.

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LESSONS IN 
SABBATH PROMOTION 
FROM OUR HISTORY 


A paper prepared and presented at the Minis- 
ters Conference by Miss Evalois St. John, 
librarian of the Seventh Day Baptist Historical 
Society. 


“Remember the days of old, consider 
the years of many generations; ask 
thy father, and he will shew thee; thy 
elders and they will tell thee.” 


I came upon those words from Deu- 
teronomy a few days before I was asked 
by Mr. Maltby to be present and talk for 
a few minutes upon the theme, Lessons 
in Sabbath Promotion from Our History. 


Those words from Deuteronomy sug- | 
gested to me that what I prepared to give © 
here should not be a history of Sabbath | 
Promotion — such a paper could not be > 
given in so short a time — but rather that 
I should interpret the word lesson to 
mean that which is learned or taught by 
the consideration of the Sabbath promo- | 
tion work of many generations which © 
might serve as a warning, as an encour 
ment, or as a guide to us today. It is | 
with this definition in mind that I present — 
this paper. 


You may believe, and perhaps you have | 
read that the effort to propagate the Sab- _ 
bath truth was first inaugurated in 1843, 
and from that beginning Sabbath promo- 
tion has been maintained up to the present 
day, under the direction of what is now 
known as the American Sabbath Tract 
Society. This is really not the fact. It 
is true that the circulation of Sabbath 
literature awakened inquiries that have | 
led to the acceptance of the Sabbath truth. — 
It is true that the employment of Sabbath © 
lecturers and evangelists became an effi- 
cient means to promote the Sabbath, and | 
resulted in the formation of many new | 
churches and in additions to our minis- 
terial ranks. It is true that the many — 
Sabbath Reform periodicals of the late 
1880's, 1890's, and early 1900’s, and the 
several volumes presenting the historical 
background of the Sabbath had their im- 
portant place.

However, we must not forget that 
_ people preceded societies, people preceded 
the printed page. God used individuals to 
_ present His truth. The early leaders looked 
upon the individual Sabbathkeeper as a 
kind of living Sabbath tract. The indivi- 
dual Sabbathkeeper, they said, spreads the 
| Sabbath truth by his consistent, daily be- 
havior. We find these words recorded: 


They are frequently led to judge of the 
propriety of your sentiments on the Sabbath 
by your ordinary life in other respects. 


And much later we find these words: 


_ Watch your daily conduct if you wish well 
to the cause of the Sabbath; watch and im- 
prove the openings of Providence to spread 
the truth; watch that those who labor in 
words and doctrine have your prayers, and 
have their hands held up better than Moses. 


In this age of specialization, with em- 
' phasis on organization for efficiency, one 
can lose sight of the part to be played 
by the individual. 
Dr. A. H. Lewis, whose name is almost 
synonymous with Sabbath promotion, once 
wrote: “The true idea of Sabbathkeeping 
is eminently religious and spiritual, and 
has to do with those first principles which 
| grow out of the relation between God and 
i iy . . . There must be that jie of 
obedience which accepts God's law be- 
cause it is His.” > 
_ John James had that spirit of obedience. 
I think it is important for us to know that 
as John James faced death he made a 
eM declaration of his stand on the 
Sabbath, and appealed to the crowd who 
had come to watch him die, to remember 
all of God’s commandments. It is far 
_ more important to emphasize this, than to 
' stress the manner in which he came to his 
_ death. 
William Gillette had that spirit of 
obedience; so did Stephen Mumford, 
Samuel Hubbard, Thomas Hiscox; so did 
| William Bliss Maxson and James Bailey; 
| so did Thomas B. Brown and Nathan 
| Wardner. All these and many others were 
important figures in the work of Sabbath 
| promotion. . 
Thus it is well to keep in mind that 
| no matter how efficiently organized we are 
for carrying on the work of Sabbath 
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promotion, the essential prerequisite for 
the successful forwarding of the work is 
a loyal, faithful, and zealous membership. 
Perhaps the word zealous is the one word 
to use, for to be zealous is to be ardently 
devoted to a purpose, fervent, and 
enthusiastic. 


Our fathers recognized that times and 
conditions necessitated other devices and 
tools for spreading the truth. As early as 
1801, we find the churches resolving to 
unite in an institution for “propagating 
our religion in the different parts of the 
United States.” They moved slowly. Yet 
that slowness should not indicate that they 
were unaware of the need to move. Per- 
haps it indicates that they walked very 
close to God — and waited His direction. 
God never hurries. 


That they waited on God is very evident 
from the records. ‘Nothing but the spirit 
of God,” wrote one leader, ‘can render 
a man willing to submit to the many in- 
conveniences which are likely to befall 
him in his effort to sabbatize according 
to the commandments.” The leader con- 
tinues: “Prayer is the grand resort to 
which we must betake ourselves if we 
expect extensive reformation. We are 
doomed if we depend on mere force of 
argument.” 

At the Conference of 1827, it was re- 
solved “that the last fifth day in December 
next, be recommended as a day of fasting 
and prayer for a revival of religion among 
us, and for the spread of the gospel 
throughout the world.” 


In 1835: “Resolved that the first sixth 
day in November be set apart as a day 
of fasting and prayer to God for the 
outpouring of the spirit that we may have 
wisdom from Him to discharge the im- 
portant duties devolving upon us,” etc. 


In 1843, November 1 (Wednesday) was 
observed as a day of “fasting and prayer, 
humbly imploring God to arise and plead 
for His holy Sabbath.” 


In 1845, the first Sunday of January was 
observed as ‘‘a day of fasting and prayer, 
devoutly acknowledging blessings be- 
stowed, and earnest prayer that God would 
continue to plead for His holy Sabbath,

Crandall High Expansion Plans

mission field had to do with Crandall 
High School’s plans to eventually move 
from Kingston to the Maiden Hall prop- 
erty near the central part of the island. 
That portion of his report and the board’s 
action in regard to the matter follows: 


The Jamaica Seventh Day Baptist Gen- 
eral Conference has purchased approxi- 
mately thirty (30) acres of land called the 
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Maiden Hall property located in the vi- 
cinity of Guy's Hill near the center of 
the Island of Jamaica. Approximately six 
(6) acres of this land is now under culti- 
vation under the supervision of Rev. 


Charles L. Smellie who resides on the — 


property. The goal is to have about ten 
(10) acres under cultivation by the end of 
the year, chiefly planted to a banana crop. 


The funds for this have come from the — 


Jamaica people themselves. 


The Jamaica Conference has delegated 
to their Board of Christian Education the 
carrying out of a plan to move Crandall 
High School from its present location at 29 


Charles St., Kingston, Jamaica, to this new — 
location and expanding the curriculum © 


to include vocational subjects such as 
agriculture and home economics. An 
Over-all Planning Committee has been ap- 


pointed by the Board of Christian Educa- — 
tion which has met on several occasions — 
with O. A. Clarke, building officer of — 
the Department of Education, located at — 


Kingston, Jamaica. 


Mr. Clarke was asked to draw up plans — 
for constructing the necessary buildings to | 


house the expanded school, to suggest the 
location of the buildings, and to estimate 
costs. The plan which was submitted ran 


to such a high figure of cost that the Board _ 
of Christian Education voted to instruct — 
Mr. Clarke to draw up another plan which © 


would more nearly match the resources 


available or that seemed likely to be 


available in the foreseeable future.

And 
the hour before preaching on the Sabbath 
we have prayer meeting and Bible hour 
for the assembly only. Also brethren who 
live far away come by train to be among 
us, and some are very old. There is much 
blessing among us by the grace of the 
Lord and much happiness. Besides I go 
much on mission in streets, harbour, and 
to the doors with the gospel of Jesus, and 
several new attend the meetings. In the 
autumn I was on a preaching tour to 
Brunswick where we had several meetings, 
and I learned the brethren to know. Later 
I was in Gelsenkirchen where we had 
several meetings and the holy baptism of 
a young brother. Till now I have been 
able to follow a Bible course at the Baptist 
Seminary of Hamburg. May this oe ae 
comfort you and strengthen your hands in 
prayer and faith for our work in Germany. 


The Lord reward you all in doing this. 
With this we send greetings to all the 
assemblies of our faith in America wishing 
all blessings for this new year. The Lord 
is soon to come!

INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION 
AT CLEVELAND

Now!” is the theme of the 23rd Inter- 
national Sunday School Convention to be 
held in Cleveland, Ohio, July 27-31. About 
ten thousand people are expected to attend 
from the United States, Canada, Asia, 
Africa, and elsewhere. 

The opening address is to be made by 
Harold E. Stassen, president of the con- 
vention, and the well-known evangelist, 
Charles B. Templeton, will give the 
closing address. There will be five other 
major addresses, inspiring worship serv- 
ices, and eighty-nine “interest groups” 
dealing with such subjects as “Beginning 
Kindergarten Teachers,” “Working with 
College Youth,’ “Leaders of Parents 
Classes,” “Church School Superintend- 
ents,” “Using Radio and TV,” and “Reli- 
gion in Public Education.” 

The daily program emphases will be 
the Bible, Home and Church, Outreach, 
and Around the World in Christian Edu- 
cation. The convention will not only 


provide information, a broader vision, and 


eeper appreciation of the great task of 
the church to make the Gospel a reality, 
but it will make a great impact for good 
upon our nation and the world. 


The first national Sunday School Con- 
vention was held in New York in 1832. 
The last regular convention was in Des 
Moines, Iowa, in 1947. It was attended by 
Dr. Ben Crandall, Rev. Oscar Burdick, and 
perhaps other Seventh Day Baptists.

and prepare us by His spirit for the labor 
us devolved upon us.” 

_ Very early we find Conference recom- 
‘mending the compilation and publishing 
of a “History of the Sabbatarian Churches 
in America, in order that our doctrines 
toad receive a wider and more ——. 
thetic hearing and our work be advanced.” 
This history came out in 1811. 

We find the Conference of 1820 dele- 
gating the Missionary Society (what was 
then known as the Missionary Society) to 
publish the Seventh Day Baptist Mission- 
ary Magazine. The purpose of this maga- 
zine was to acquaint the public with 
the “sentiments and religious observance 
that distinguish us from other Christian 
denominations.” 

There was a second purpose which we 
should not fail to note. It was also “to 
promote among Seventh Day Baptists a 
more charitable disposition toward other 
Christians.” It is a wise leadership which 
fecognizes that understanding and appre- 
ciation should be developed in their own 
tanks, as well as sought for in the ranks 
of those who are opposed to their views. 

_ The drive on the part of Christian 
churches to enforce the observance of 
Sunday through laws, necessitated even a 

ater undertaking. The Protestant Sen- 
finel, a weekly paper devoted to the dis- 
cussion of our distinct tenets, made its 

pearance April 14, 1830. Except for a 
mist period, the Seventh Day Baptist de- 
nomination has never been without a 
voice since that time. 

It might be well to list some of the 
activities Seventh Day Baptists have en- 
gaged in, some of the fields and activities 
into which Seventh Day Baptists, through 
the American Sabbath Tract Society, sent 
workers to promote the Sabbath. It is a 
long list. These are but a few:

was published. Another magazine — The 
Peculiar People — was taken over by us. 
It was a Christian monthly devoted to 
Jewish interests. Lack of funds caused 
its discontinuance. 

Tracts in German, Hungarian, Swedish, 
Danish, and so on have been financed. 

The Tract Society had a branch in 
Canada and a worker to supervise it. 

Advertisements, or cards, were run 
in several magazines and papers — in 
Chicago, in Cincinnati, in Pittsburgh, in 
Harrisburg. 

In April, 1882, the Tract Society sent 
out the first issue of The Outlook, a paper 
designed to carry the truth into the high- 
ways of Christian thought. It was sent to 
clergymen, to Sunday school workers, 
public reading rooms in the United States 
and Canada. The circulation was never 
less than 45,000. Dr. Lewis always con- 
tended that the suspension of The Out- 
look was a grave mistake; that Sabbath 
Reform work as represented by the Tract 
Society had declined from that date. 


“The existence of Seventh Day Baptists 
as a denomination,” said Dr. Lewis, ‘“‘is 
meaningless, if it does not carry with it 
the imperative duty of proclaiming the 
truth for which we stand. If God does 
not require this, He does not require their 
existence.” 


He also said: “The changed thought of 

the world . . . compels us to a new view- 
point concerning our mission and work. 
A higher regard for the Sabbath in pro- 
moting spiritual life, a deeper religious 
basis for its observance are vital considera- 
tions. . . . Seventh Day Baptists need a 
much higher conception of the religious 
and spiritual truths and interests that are 
involved in their position. . . . They need 
to realize the value of Sabbathkeeping to 
Christianity and notably to Protestantism. 
The whole religious world needs a higher 
conception.” 
_.“We- plead for more than larger con- 
tributions of money, and better theories 
concerning our work. Higher spiritual 
development, deeper religious life and 
stronger convictions are the first and most 
imperative need.” 

Much of the responsibility for the de- 
velopment of this deeper religious life, 
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and stronger convictions, he placed on 
the shoulders of the men who occupy our 
pulpits. 


‘Remember the days of old, consider the 
years of many generations; ask thy father, 
and he will shew thee; thy elders and they 
will tell thee.” 


“It is through the faithfulness of those 
who profess this important Scriptural 
truth, that we are led to look for the 
final triumph,” wrote our fathers. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Geoffrey Fisher, spoke of the hydrogen 
bomb in relation to the Christian hope, 
when he preached in Canterbury Cathedral 
on Easter Day. 

“It is our Christian duty,” said the 
archbishop, “to regard it (the hydrogen 
bomb) always in relation to our Christian 
hope. So regarded, it does not differ in 
principle from the atom bomb which pre- 
ceded it or from the cobalt bomb or 
any other worse horror which may succeed 
it. These things make war more hideous, 
but not more evil. War always was and 
always will be evil. These things ma 
extinguish all hopes of man in this world. 
But Christian hope never rested in this 
world, but in God.” 


A Methodist paper recently mentioned a 
heresy conviction in a Presbyterian church 
court. By a typographical error it was 
spoken of as a “heresay” charge. There 
seems to be no reason to think that the 
conviction was based on hearsay evidence. 
This humorous error reminds one of the 
serious warning in Revelation 22: 18, 19 
about adding to or taking from the in- 
spired book. 


At the request of Madame Chiang Kai- 
Shek a special edition of 60,000 New 
Testaments was published in Hong Kong 
for distribution among the Nationalist 
troops on Formosa. The publication work 
was done by the American Bible Society, 
and other Bible societies working together 
in the Bible House at Hong Kong. The 
books are on their way from Hong Kong 
to Taipeh.
